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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2, 6, 11, and 19, 22 and 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The last two lines of claim 1 and 19 refer to breakage of the yarn. When 
interpreted in light of the specification (page 9, lines 24-26) "breakage of the yarn" is 
when only a few filaments break. But based on the Applicant's arguments, it appears 
that the claim is suppose to encompass when "the entire strand breaks". Thus it is 
difficult to tell whether claims refer to detection before a few strands break or the entire 
strand breaks. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C, 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 25-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 
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Examiner could find no support for all the limitations of claims 25-28. Also, 
applicant has fail to point out any support for the limitations. This is deemed to be a 
prima facie showing of failure to comply with the written description requirement. The 
burden is now on applicant to show support for the new claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject nnatter as a whole would have been obvious at the tinne the 
invention was nnade to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 
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1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-2, 6-7, 11. 15, 19, 22, 24-29 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Minkler 35601 78 in view of Harrill 3844497, Underwood 3467739 and 
Arterburn 5935289 and optionally in view of Fulk 3847579. 

Harrill, Underwood and Arterburn are used in this rejection to account for the 
newly added limitations. To claims 1 and 19 

Minkler (alone or in view of Fulk) discloses the invention as discussed in the 
previous Office actions. However Minkler does not serve to detect breakage of some of 
the fibers - but not the complete strand. Harrill discloses adjusting the sensitivity of a 
sensor so as to detect breakage of only a portion of the fibers (see col. 7, lines 38-55). 
Underwood (col. 1, lines 48-64; col. 5, lines 55-65; and col. 7, lines 58-60) disclose that 
partial strands are substandard and detecting whenever a strand is broken or partially 
broken). Arterburn discloses that once one fiber breaks, the entire bushing usually 
breaks out (col 1 , lines 54-64) and even if it does not it is prudent to restart the bushing 
to maximize efficiency and reduce variation. Thus it would have been obvious to 
modify the Minkler apparatus so as to detect when just a few fibers are broken rather 
than weight for complete breakage. 

As per col. 8, lines 3-7 of Underwood, the tension of the strand is modified by 
partial strand break out. It would have been obvious to adjust the Minkler so that the 
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switch is tripped by a change in tension that corresponds to the breakage of less than 
all the fibers so as maximize efficiency and reduce variation. 

As to new claims 25-28: it is deemed that Minker (or Minkler in view of Fulk) 
would meet such limitation to the same degree that Applicant's invention does.

Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection.
